Measures to ensure more effec- 
tive protection and better terms of 
compensation for holders of sur- 
face rights, during the rapid oil 
development in Alberta, were 
strongly urged in a brief sub- 
mitted to Hon. N. E. Tanner, Min- 
ister of Lands and Mines, and Hon. 
Lucien Maynard, Attorney-Gen- 
eral, representing the Alberta 
Government last week, by a dele- 
gation from the Alberta: Federa- 
tion of Agriculture. 


Sympathetic Hearing 


The delegation received a sympa- 
thetic hearing. They were advised by 
Mr. Tanner that final decision, how- 
ever, must rest with the fuil Cabinet. 

The brief was prepared by a special 
committee in response to a recommen- 
dation of the last annual meeting of 
the Federation. The committee con- 
sisted of Messrs. Louis Normandeau, 
St. Albert; Rudolph Hennig, Fort Sas- 
katchewan; and Roy C. Marler, Brem- 
ner, and James R. McFall, Calgary, 
Chairman and Secretary respectively 
of the A.F.A. They were accompanied 
by E. H. Keith of Sexsmith, Vice- 
Chairman, and J. H. Rhodes, Brant, a 
member of the Board. 


The Recommendations 


The brief recommended: 

‘| — That the Arbitration Board 
be enlarged to three persons. 

2 — That if the Government re- 
fuses to enlarge the Board that 
provision for appeal to the court 
be provided for in the right of 
‘entry act. 

3 — That the Board be given 
authority to review orders issued 
by the Utilities Board and other 
authorities prior to the function- 
ing of the Arbitration Board. 

4 — That in cases where more 
than one well is drilled on the site 
originally acquired for only one 
well, compensation for the second 
‘or additional wells should be in 
proportion to the actual damage 
done and disturbance caused in 
regards to the operation as a re- 
sult of such additional wells. 

5 — That where an order has 
‘been issued on a rental basis and 
is now satisfactorily operating in 
the interest of the company and 
the surface right holder, the com- 
pany shall not be permitted to re- 

. duce the amount of rent even 
though they may not use the en- 
tire amount of property acquired. 
The term rent is somewhat mis- 
leading, as the rent value of the 
land is the smaller part of the 
compensation paid on this basis.

In U.S.A. Quarter Million 
Dairymen Members Co-op 
Breeding Associations 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — Nearly a 
quarter million dairymen patronized 
co-operative breeding associations 
when the official figures were pub- 
lished here recently for the beginning 
of 1948, and there has been a steady 
advance since. These-associations had 
1,745 bulls in use and about 1% mil- 
lion cows listed for service. The co- 
operatives enable many farmers, who 
could not otherwise afford it, to secure 
the services of outstanding sires. The 
cost of artificially inseminating a herd 
of cows is no more than the cost of 
owning and caring for a bull and may 
be less. Thus, without additional ex- 
pense, the co-operating farmer Cap 
improve the quality of his herd.

WASHINGTON, D.C..— Use of 
electricity by rural people served 
through the Rural Electrification 
Administration has nearly 
doubled in the last two years, 
the REA reports. About half a 
million new consumers were 
added, and 42 per cent more line 
was built by REA borrowers 
than during the previous peak 
year of 1947-48. Seventy-five 
per cent of U.S. farms now have 
electric service.

FIELD CROPS IN U.S. 


Expect Third Largest Wheat 
Crop There in History — 
Butter Situation Reviewed

OTTAWA, Aug. 17th.—The extent of 
the ravages of dry hot weather in 
Western Canada grain fields, which 
can be fully known only when actual 
harvests of wheat and coarse grains 
are estimated, is the outstanding fea- 


' ture of the agricultural picture at this 


time. 

The PFAA will of course be brought 
into operation, extended this year to 
a very considerable degree in those 
sections of Alberta and Saskatchewan 
where crop yields are very low,: and 
necessary preparations are being 
made. There will be stimulation to 
the irrigation projects in the West, 
and interest will be centred on any 
statement on agricultural policy given 
by the Government in the early days 
of the session opening on September 
15th. 

Market Prospects for Wheat 

With the session coming so soon, 
the intervening period may be expect- 
ed to show very little of the Govern- 
ment’s intentions. It is some consola- 
tion for Western wheat growers, ex- 
cept those who suffered most severely 
from the weather, that marketing 


‘prospects for wheat present no cause 


for alarm. Canada filled its contract 
for wheat sales to Britain; the final 
arrangements for deliveries of balance 
of the 140,000,000 bushels to be shipped 
to Britain during the crop year just 
closed were completed on July 27th, 
and now there is the contract with 
Britain for the same amount at $2.00 
a bushel for the present crop year. 

Reports on the United States field 
crops show that while there have been 
losses in wheat production in June and 
July of nearly 150,000,000 bushels, the 
harvest of wheat is likely to be the 
third largest in the country’s history. 
In field crops generally the acreage 
has been larger than in any year since 
1933, and feed grain yields are promis- 
ing. The expectation is for the second 
largest corn crop in history, a large 
crop of oats, a lesser one in barley 
and a better than average sorghum 
crop. The harvest of flaxseed and soy 
beans will be above average. 
Canada’s Interest in. Olympia Show 

The 63rd Annual Dairy Show at 
Olympia, London, to be held from 
October 25th to 29th, 1949, is of special 
interest to Canadians, as entries from 
this country took a high place last 
year. Special provision is made for 
entries from the Dominions of butter, 
cheese and bacon.

Represents Million and Half Canadians 

What constitutes the dairy industry? Is it a 
closed corporation controlled by a few men? The 
answer is definitely no. It consists in the first 
instance of approximately 430,000 farmers who, 
with their wives and average number of children, 
represent a million and a half Canadians. Nearly 
5,000 fluid milk plants, creameries, cheese fac- 
tories, manufactured milk plants and ice cream 
plants process the primary product — milk — 
which these farmers produce. 


Employed in these plants are approximately 
100,000 people who, with their wives and families, 
make up another 350,000 Canadians. In all, 
nearly two million Canadians are directly de- 
pendent upon the dairy industry. How will mar- 
garine affect the prosperity of these Canadians? 


Already the sale of margarine has placed 
butter in surplus supply with the result that butter 
prices have dropped. What happens then? The 
price of milk and butterfat to the producer drops 
also—his income is reduced—he has less dollars 
to spend in his local stores and so it goes all down 
the line. 


Won't Replace Lost Income 


Will the introduction of margarine replace 
this lost income to the agriculturist? If it will, it 
certainly is not apparent at the moment. Mar- 
garine is produced by rélatively few large cor- 
porations and is made primarily from imported 
oils and fats. Margarine is produced, not by a 
million and a half Canadians who depend on it 
for their living and sell their products to nearly 


5000 buyers throughout the length and breadth 


of the land, but in such a way that matter of price 
can be regulated to suit the peculiar circum- 
stances that may at the time exist. 


We do not question the right of the store- 
keeper to offer margarine for sale, neither do we 
question the right of anybody to buy it; but to 
walk into a country store situated in a district 
which derives a large part of its income from the 
sale of dairy products, and see margarine dis- . 
played on the counter as a bargain, should make

C.F.A. Board Meeting.—-The Directors 
of the Canadian Federation of Agri- 
culture will meet in Ottawa on August 
25th and 26th. 

Representing the Alberta Federation 
of Agriculture will be Chairman Roy 
Marler, First and Second Vice-Chair- 
men George E. Church and E. H. Keith, 
and Mrs. Winifred Ross.

Long Time Policy for Feed Reserves. 
—Drought conditions over large areas 
of the Province are causing farmers to 
’ feel some concern over feed supplies 
for the coming winter. Recent rains 
will undoubtedly relieve the situation 
somewhat but the final outcome re- 
mains doubtful. 

The Federation in discussing this 
issue at a recent board meeting re- 
commended the Canadian Wheat 
Board to delay shipments of feed 
grains from this Province until the 
need within the Province was -ascer- 
tained. In making this recommenda- 
tion the Directors realized that such 
action could not be carried out at the 
expense of the producers of feed 
grains, 

If this policy can be carried out it 
will be of some assistance to live- 
stock men in need of feed grains, but 
it does not meet the long term feed 
problem in the Province. . 

The Directors agreed that the ques- 
tion of long term feed supplies should 
be considered at the annual meeting. 


In the meantime the executive was

Albin Johansson 
of Kooperativa Forbundet, Stockholm, 
is president; John Davidson, SCW, 
Glasgow, is vice-pvresident, and How- 
ard A. Cowden, CCA, Kansas City, is 
secretary-treasurer. The ICPA now 
has 16 fully qualified members in ten 
countries, and twelve other co-ops in 
as many countries in the process of 
qualifying for membership.

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While more dramatic events in the interna- 
tional field are widely heralded, there has per- 
haps never been a time before our own when 
so many first rate minds have been engaged in 
constructive effort designed to improve the lot 
of mankind. 

From time to time there comes to our desk 
a great deal of evidence of the high quality of 
the work that is being done, in many fields, to 
ensure that the world’s resources shall be 
wisely and efficiently developed and distri- 
buted in a manner which shall prove to the ad- 
vantage of all men everywhere. 


This month, for example, six commodity 


.. experts, coming from five countries, and work- 


ing with members of the regular staff of the 
Food and Agriculture Organization, are en- 
gaged in a special study of world commodity 
problems.

Even our Canadian Minister of Fin- 
ance recently—-and in the face of the evidence 
of all the economists—spoke of it as essentially 
a problem for the British.

Just how virulent the campaign can become 
was illustrated in a recent issue of the Wall 
Street Journal, which declared that there can 
be no “common meeting ground” between a 
British economy which it described as “or- 
ganized on totalitarian lines’, and the Ameri- 
can system. The Wall Street Journal suggests 
that economically coercive measures should be 
taken by the U.S. Government to Sompe: the 
Government of Britain to change certain of its 
policies. | 
* * * 

Upon such a challenge as this, the New 
York Nation comments: “It would mean a de- 
mand that the sovereign British peoples sur- 


-render to the United States the right to decide 


under what economic system they shall live, 
and what means they shall adopt to obtain 
that minimum of imports without which they 
must starve. 

“Moreover, a challenge in this form would 
be vigorously resisted by all British parties... 
When it comes to trade policies the Tories are 
farther from American views than is the Labor 
Government, which regards _bilateralism” 
(trade agreements between two countries only) 
“as an unfortunate expedient forced on it by a ° 
truly desperate situation”. 

The Nation points out further that the Con- 
servative party (differing sharply with the 
Government on the issue of nationalization), is 
itself committed to social security, full employ- 
ment and a considerable degree of economic 
planning—such as the extreme types of “free 
enterprisers” in the United States abhor. 

With the factors in the economic crisis it- 
self we have no space to deal. We must be con- 
tent here to remove one widely held misconcep- 
tion—widely held because it has been dissemi- 
nated for political purposes. It is that the Bri- 
tish people are not producing as efficiently as 


they formerly did. 


The truth is that employment, production 
and exports are running at record levels.

May Become Permanent Legislation 
The Act hasn’t yet had to fulfil its 
first aim — preventing a postwar farm 
price collapse like that of 1921, but 
‘here is a real fear of a price slide, so 
that its powers will likely be extended 
after March 3\st, 1950. While the 
likelihood of a price debacle, on the 
1921 scale, becomes ever smaller, the 
Board administering the Act has been 
working on the second aim — making

share of the national income. Its pos- 
sibilities for this already have so im- 
pressed farmers that the act may well 
become permanent legislation, in the 
opinion of the majority of farm auth- 
orities whom the writer has consulted 
while preparing this article. 
No New Thing 

Peacetime government controls in 
agriculture are no new thing in Can- 
ada. The legislation which set up the 
Wheat Board in July, 1935, with its 
amendments of August, 1939, and 
later, and its recent extension to cover 
coarse grains, is more far-reaching in 
principle than is the Agricultural 
Prices Support Act. The Wheat Board 
tells the farmer how much wheat he 
ean grow, buys his crop and then mar- 
kets it for him. The Agricultural 
Prices Support Board does none of 
these things directly—although it may 
come to perform the same function for 
the farmer of central Canada, the 
Maritimes and British Columbia that 
the Wheat Board has performed for 
the prairie farmer. 


Features of Canadian and U.S. Acts - 


It would be fair to say that the 
Prices Support Act combines features 
of the Wheat Board Act, and of the 
U.S. parity price legislation—-plus cer- 
tain basic differences and improve- 
ments. 

One of the basic differences lies in 
the fact that the Board which admin- 
isters the Prices Support Act is not 
controlled by civil servants, but by 
nominees of the farmers’ organization, 
the Canadian Federation of Agricul- 
ture. Chairman of the three-man 
board from the time it began opera-' 
tions in 1946 until this month has been 
the newly-appointed, Deputy Minister 
of Agriculture, J. G. Taggart. When 
Taggart took over his new post he 
was succeeded by another top-ranking 
department executive, A. M. Shaw, 
who was Dean of Agriculture at the 
University “ of ‘Saskatchewan before 
coming to Ottawa to head the Agri- 
cultural Supplies and Prices Board dur- 
ing the war years, The two men ap- 
pointed by the Federation are Erle 
Kitehen of Ontario and J. A. Proulx 
of Quebec. 


Through its direct link with farmers’ 
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_ organizations, the Board keeps in con- 


stant touch with the viewpoint of 
these groups, the article continues, 
going on to describe the Board’s oper- 
ations in the Maritimes, in apples and 
potatoes. It then continues: 
Undertakes Butter Operations 

The biggest current operation of the 
Board is butter; the benefit to the 
consumer of the Board’s work can be 
seen more clearly here than in some 
of its earlier activities, The first step 
came on April 1st, when the Board 
established floor prices for butter 
ranging from 59 cents a pound in the 
Maritime capitals to 58 cents in Tor- 
onto and Montreal and 57% cents in 
Vancouver, This action was taken to 
stabilize the dairy industry, keep herds 
at existing levels, and prevent in- 
creases in the prices of other dairy 
products. 

It was felt that the consumer would 
lose far more on higher prices for 
these products than he might gain if 
putter was allowed to drop in price, 
unchecked, at a time when production 
is normally at its highest point of the 
year. For the period of high produc- 
tion the Board is taking all surplus 


‘butter off the market at the floor 


price, and storing it. Since few com- 
mercial storage agencies are willing 
to risk their money in storing butter 
in today’s market, it is quite possible 
that the Board’s storage stocks next 
winter will be the means of preventing 
a butter shortage. 

Naturally, if prices don’t increase 
above floor levels by the time this 
butter comes out of storage, the Board 
will lose the storage costs — which 
might amount to several million dol- 
lars. But it feels this will be a small 
price to pay to prevent the dislocation 
of the dairy industfy which a butter 
price collapse this summer might have 
caused —- with the subsequent higher 
consumer prices this might mean in all 
dairy products by next winter. (It is 
now announced—see Mr. McDougall’s 
Ottawa Letter—that the government’s 
selling price, in carload lots with re- 
grading, will be not less than cost plus 
storage charges.—EDITOR. ) 

That “Law of Supply and Demand” 

City consumers may ask whether 
their long-term interests might not be 
better served by merely letting the 
good old law of supply and demand 
take ‘its course. On this point a Board 
spokesman told me, “The law of sup- 
ply and demand can’t be applied to 
farming the way it can to any other 
industry. This spring, when one Cana- 
dian implement manufacturer decided 
the supply of his tractors was getting 
dangerously close to the demand 
level, he simply closed down his fac- 
tory. He’ll open up again when the 
demand builds up enough to suit him. 
A farmer can’t shut down operations 
on a week’s notice—he works on a

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Plan Formation of Poultry Marketing Board 


Working Committee 


Set Up to Report to 


A.F.A. Federation Committee

AVING as its objective the setting up of a Provincial 


Marketing Board for Poultry 


committee was formed

on Wednesday of last week, 


August 10th. The working committee was named at a meeting 


of a committee representative 


of Alberta’s poultry industry, 


held in Edmonton on the invitation of the Alberta Federation of 


Agriculture. 


Kaplan Heads Committee 

Heading the working committee is 
K. V. Kanvlan, Strome, President of the 
Alberta Poultry Producers’ Association. 
He will be assisted by J. H. Rhodes, 
Brant, Poultry Director for the A.F.A,, 
and Eric Triska, Edmonton, Manager 
of the Commercial Feeders’ Co- 
operative. 

The purpose of the Edmonton meet- 
ing was to consider necessary action 
with regard to future markets and 
stability for the poultry industry. 
Poultry producers across Canada are 
definitely worried concerning imme- 
iate and long term market prospects. 
While the industry has flourished and 
expanded under the United Kingdom 
contract for surplus eggs, there is some 
doubt as to the continuation of this 
outlet for the surplus over domestic 
requirements. This fact, along with 
an increase of chick purchases this 
spring, may place the producers in a 
precarious position. 

As is reported in A.F.A. notes else- 


where in this issue, a recent meeting 
called by the Canadian Federation of 


Agriculture in Ottawa, and attended, 


by poultry representatives from nine 
Provinces, laid down a_ three-point 
program by way of an approach to 
this problem “(program set forth in 
A.F.A. Notes, page 3). 

One of the first responsibilities of 
the working committee formed at the 
Edmonton meeting will be to deter- 
mine their position with regard to the 
Alberta Marketing Act. They will for- 
mulate plans for implementing a mar- 
keting Board, and then report to the 
Federation Poultry Committee for en- 
dorsement and further instructions. 

Alberta poultrymen realize that 
their task is a large one, but are con- 
fident that some degree of stability 
can be established through a Market- 
ing Board. In this way they feel that 
they can save the industry from drastic 
fluctuations in price, and, at the same 
time, by fair prices, build up home 
consumption for their products. 
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schedule of anywhere from one year 
up to three or four years. 

“If you let the law of supply.and_. 
demand have full sweep in agri- 
culture you'll get low prices, for a 
while, yes—but you'll drive a lot 
of farmers off the land very 
quickly, and it will take you a 
long period of scarcity and high 
prices to build up the production 
that you'll lose that way. 

“Then, too, food products are cheap- 
er when prices are stable and the 
farmer, the food processor and the re- 
tailer can all plan ahead—safe in the 
knowledge that prices won’t run wild 
before the food gets to the consumer’s 
table. That way, all these people in 
tHe food chain can afford to take lower 
markups, and this means lower prices, 
in the long run.” 

Should Powers Be Broadened 
Some farm authorities believe that 

the Agricultural Prices Support Board 
should not only be made permanent,

but that its-powers should be broad- 
ened. F. M. Clement, Dean of Agri- 
culture at the University of British 
Columbia, told delegates to the Agri- 
cultural Institute of Canada’s conven- 
tion last month that Canada should 
have a farm price subsidy similar to 
the proposed Brannan Plan in the 
United States. This would let agricul- 
tural prices seek their own levels, but 
compensate farmers through subsidies. 
These subsidies, paid out of tax rev- 
enues, would be equal to the differ- 
ence between the open-market price 
and a parity price based on a 1945-49 
average. 

Most eastern Canadian farm author- 
ities, however, do not appear to agree 
with Dean Clement today. They feel 
that the flexibility and the decentral- 
ized control of the present Price Sup- 
port Act are practical advantages that 
outweigh any theoretical virtues 
which a Brannan Plan could have in 
this country.. They point out that 
over-production, rather than high 
price, is, and will continue to be, the 
problem in most branches of Canadian 
agriculture—and this problem would 
not be met by the Brannan approach. 

Canada’s present middle-of-the-road 
approach to the farm price problem— 
with government stepping in only to 
straighten out price tangles—may not 
be enough to meet a world-wide price 
crisis—but right now it seems to be 
working to the satisfaction and the 
benefit of most Canadians, Mr. Rogers

Active Interest in 
Royalty Basis for 
Settlement Shown 


Percentage of Value of Crude 
Draws Attention Owners’ 
Surface Rights 


“In all of our contacts we found a 
real active interest and a great deal 
of attention being given to settlement 
being made to holders of surface right 
on the basis of.a percentage of the 
sale value of crude oil produced from 
each well, commonly called Royalty 
basis’’, states the brief to the Alberta 
Government submitted by a Commit- 
tee of the A.F.A. “The amounts men- 
tioned range generally from 1 per 
cent to 10 per cent to the surface 
right holder. Some of those most en- 
thusiastic in this method and keenly 
interested ,in the Leduc-Woodbend 
petition for 1 per cent, hold that it 
would be acceptable on the basis of a 
voluntary agreement between the 
surface right holder and the operating 
company, with the Government assist- 
ing through its good offices in media- 
ting the basis and amount. Others 
desire compulsory action on the part 
of constitutional authority for the 
compensation to be arrived at and 
paid on the Royalty basis. . 


Difficult to Suggest Percentage 


“With the variation in oil flow per 
well ranging from a low in the Lloyd- 
minster field of eight barrels per day 
to a possible one thousand barrels in 
the Redwater field and a price spread 
from $1.35 per barrel for crude in the 
Lloydminster field to $2.95 in the 
Leduc field, it is difficult for the com- 
mittee with the time at its disposal 
to suggest a percentage that would 
apply fairly in the various fields and 
to the different wells within the same 


field or in other words a formula that . 


could be applied throughout the 
Province. 

“If voluntary agreement could be 
encouraged and effected through the 
efforts of the Government or others 
interested in settlement being made 
on the Royalty basis, the efforts would 
be very commendable. The commit- 
tee has not undertaken to determine 
the constitutional powers of the Prov- 
ince with respect to the Government 
authorizing Royalty or percentage 
payments to surface right holders 
through amendments to the Right of 
Entry Act. Neither have we studied 
the authority of the Province in re- 


gard to imposing a tax on crude oil 
that could be used for the purpose of 
paying compensation on the percen- 
tage or Royalty basis’.

Potato Growers’ Annual Field Day 


Comox, B.C. 
Dear Farm Women: 


It is quite possible you hear more of 
lumbering or fishing or fruit growing 
as principal industries in British Col- 
umbia. However, these are not the 
only sources of income although they 
may sound more interesting. The other 
day the potato growers of the sur- 
rounding countryside held their an- 
nual field day, the highlight of which 
was the official opening of a fine 
cement-block warehouse built for the 
B.C. Coast Vegetable Co-operative As- 
sociation, 


Variety in Sizes of Plots 


Cars began gathering quite early in 
the morning, and a tour was made to 
the fields of some of the potato grow- 
ers of the district. These varied in 
size from two-acre plots of certified 
seed-growing to a large commercial 
field of some twenty-nine acres. Also 
there were different types of land, 
from a drained bog in the centre of 
the forest to a gentle slope on an up- 
land clearing. Different types of pota- 
toes were shown as well. 


At each plot a departmental official 
—and the representatives were present 
from the Departments of Agriculture, 
both Federal and Provincial-—would 
discuss the quality of the crop with its 
particular points and the farmer would 
give the crop-history of the field with 
its rotations, manner of tillage, time 
of planting, fertilizer used, type and 
frequency of spraying, etc. Sugges- 
tions for improvement in manner of 
cultivation were given and much 
valuable advice received. 


Use of the “De-viner” 


The crops, I hear, looked exception- 
ally clean, yet little hand hoeing had 
been done; larger growers using a 
special type of cultivator. One farmer 
also showed a new machine he has 
called a de-viner, which he uses after 
105 to 110 days of growth to pull and 
pulverize the vines and weeds present, 
leaving the field in an almost black 
condition, so that after twelve days 
the potatoes have conditioned them- 
selves for digging. No waiting for the 
frost to cut the tops. 


Operate Under Marketing Act 


As far as the marketing is concern- 
ed, the growers are helped by taking 
advantage of the working of The B.C. 
Natural Products Marketing Act. This 
means that in a district with a maj- 
ority voting in favor of the co- 
operative marketing of their potatoes, 
each and every person, whether he 
voted in its favor or not, must market 
his product through the co-operative 
channel or pay a fine. If a man wishes 
to sell ten bushels to a neighbor, for 
instance, he must call the office and 
get authority to do so and be sup- 
plied with the ten tags (ten cents 
each) for his sacks, So they must be 
co-operators whether they wish or not. 
Naturally it has worked a disadvan- 
tage to a few, but it has proved of 
benefit to the growers as a whole. 

The day was fine, the comments on 
the crops interesting. There was a 


stop for an informal lunch at the new 


potato storage building, and a ban- 
quet with speeches and musical num- 
bers was held at night in the Native 
Sons’ hall, It all made for a: most 
Satisfactory day, especially when it 
was felt it was marking a further step 
in the co-operative effort. 

And just one word to say that at 
last we have had rain. and many of 


you realize how much that can be ap- 
preeiated,

each seeded raisins and brown sugar, 
2 tbs. salt; bring to boil, then add 1 
cup vinegar, 2 tbs. cinnamon, 2 tsp. 
cloves, 1 tsp. nutmeg. Boil until 
raisins are tender, then seal in jars 
until ready to use for pies. 


Pepper Cabbage: 6 cups shredded 
cabbage, 2 small onions, 2 sweet red 
peppers, 2 sweet green peppers (all 
finely minced), Boil together for 3 
minutes 1 cup vinegar, 2 tsp. salt, 1 
tsp. each mustard and celery seed, 1 
cup sugar; add vegetables and cook 6 
minutes; pour into sterilized jars and 
seal while hot.

This pro- 
vided a fine opportunity for the inter- 
change of information with respect to 
both sections, and served as a con- 
venient occasion for new members to 
become acquainted with each other, 
and with the members of both Boards, 
as well as with the office personnel. 

Many health angles were discussed 
by the F.W.U.A. Board. Among these 
were the submission by the Executive 
to the Health Survey Committee, and 
the setting up of health centres. With 
reference to the latter, it was de- 
cided that a resolution be prepared 
for presentation to the pre-Convention 
meeting of the Board. Further health 
discussion dealt with ambulance ser- 
vice for rural areas, and a full report 
of this service was asked for the next 
Board meeting. 
Examination Before Marriage License 

The Marriage Act was perused and 
it was noted that T.B. as well as the 
social diseases were listed as impedi- 
ments. All those participating in the 
discussion felt that an X-ray for T.B.

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World Wheat Situation 


By LEONARD D. NESBITT, 


Superintendent of Publicity,

OFFICIAL CROP ESTIMATE 


The first official estimate of Cana- 
da’s 1949 grain production has been 
issued by the Federal Bureau of 
Statistics. It places the wheat out- 
turn at 391,500,000 bushels as com- 
pared with the 1948 production of 393,- 
345,000. Wheat production in the three 
Prairie Provinces is placed at 362 mil- 
lion as compared with 1948 production 
of 363 million. 

Canadian coarse grains production is 
given in the following table together 
with the figures for last year:

The 1949 production of oats in the 
three Prairie Provinces is placed at 200 
million bushels, and of barley 142 mil- 
lion bushels. 

Wheat production in the Prairie 
Provinces as estimated for 1949 and 
the 1948 outturn is given in the follow- 
ing table:

Manitoba 67,000,000 57,000,000 
Saskatchewan 199,000,000 191,000,000 
Alberta 96,000,000 115,000,000 

While the wheat outturn is close to 
last year’s figures, it should be remem- 
bered that the acreage this year is 27.5 
for all of Canada as compared to 24.1 
in 1948. The average yield this year 
is 14.2 bushels an acre as compared 
Alberta’s 
wheat acreage this year is 7.6 million 
and the average per acre yield 12.6 
bushels. Last year the acreage was 
6.2 million and the average yield 18.4 
bushels, 

The substantial grain yield on the 
Prairie Provinces comes rather as a 
surprise. Manitoba was favored from 
the start with good weather but the 
acreage there is comparatively small. 
In Saskatchewan and Alberta misfor- 
tune has dogged the crop over huge 
areas for most of the season. Late 
July rains, however, brought about a 
good recovery. 

A wheat crop of 391 million bushels 
will give Canada a substantial volume 
of wheat available for export, some- 
where around 200 million bushels. 
With an outlet of 140 million bushels 
in the United Kingdom under the 
British - Canadian wheat agreement, 
Canada should have no trouble in mar- 
keting the balance of avatlanie export 


supplies.

Faulty Techniques Cause 
Loss to Barley Growers 


Barley growers of the Prairie Prov- 
inces lost $2,000,000 through faulty 
harvesting and threshing techniques 
last year, it is estimated by the Barley 
Improvement Institute. 

If peeling and cracking is caused in 
combining, the barley is removed from 
the malting category, and placed in 
the feed grades; the average price 
spread between the two is about the 
equivalent of $200 on a day’s thresh- 
ing. 

Losses are mainly due to three fac- 
tors: harvesting immature barley; 
swathing so that the heads fall 
through and lie on the ground, causing 
discoloration; and improper adjust- 
ments on the combine and thresher. 

Adjust Width to Crop Weight 

With reference to swathing, the In- 
stitute points out that the width of 
the swath should be adjusted to the 
weight of the crop harvested. A heavy 
crop may be placed in a wide swath. 
The metal shield which presses the 
stubble forward while the swath is 
applied should be carefully adjusted; 
the length of straw should be ample 
to hold the swath up from the ground, 
but not so longy that its weight col- 
lapses the stubble and forces the 
swath to rest on the ground. 


‘Livestock Markets Review 


EDMONTON STOCKYARDS, Aug. 15. 
—Receipts were light on this market 
last week, all classes moving readily 
at steady to strong values. Bulk of 
offerings have been below medium to 
good quality, but stockers and feeders 
are finding outlets readily, and pack- 
ers are continuing to use a consider- 
able proportion of the plainer cattle 
as boners. Medium to good grass 
steers continue to sell steady at $18.50 
to $20; medium to good heifers $16 to 
$18; cows closed at a practical top of 
$13. Hogs, Grade A, for shipment, 
$35; at local plants, $33.50. Sows were 
50 cents lower at $17.50. 


CALGARY STOCKYARDS, Aug. 17.— 
The market is steady on. good kinds, 
but plain cattle are hard to move, 
cows under pressure. Hogs yesterday 
sold $35.25, sows $18.25. Good butcher 
steers are $20.50 to $21.25, down to $16 
for common; good cows $12.75 to 
$13.25 down to $11.50 for common; 
canners and cutters, $9 to $11; good to 
choice veal calves $18.50 to $20, down 
to $14 for common; good stocker and 
feeder steers $16.50 to $17.50, down to 
$14 for common.

The Dairy Market 


Production of creamery butter in 
Alberta in July dropped behind that 
of the same month in 1948 by 9.5 per 
cent, the largest monthly decrease this 
year. Every Province in Canada, ex- 
cept P.E.I, also showed a decrease, 
the average for Canada being 8.4 per 
cent. Drought conditions over most of 
the country were largely responsible; 
in Alberta, late July rains improved 
pastures considerably. Prices are un- 
changed: prints locally are 59 cents, 
and Special Butterfat 60 cents. Mon- 
treal and Toronto quote 58 cents and 
Vancouver 57%.

There was some improvement in 
bacon marketings in the month of 
July. There was a “definite upward 
trend’, but this comes from increased 
marketings in Eastern Canada, parti- 
cularly in the Province of Quebec. 

The Eastern Provinces show an in- 
crease of 10 per cent over July of last 
year. In Ontario, the main producer, 
the increase was 6.9 per cent. The 
trend in Western Canada showed lit- 
tle change. In July marketings were 
28.5 per cent under July, 1948, while 
in June the decline from the previous 
June was 34.0 per cent. In the first 
quarter of the year the decline in the 
West was 46.9 per cent, and in the 
second quarter 30.9. per cent. Through 
the improvement in Eastern Canada, 
which now produces 70 per cent of 
bacon marketings in Canada, the fig- 
ure for all Canada in July was only 6 
per cent under July, 1948. 


Report on Butter Situation 

In a recent report on the butter 
situation in Canada, issued by the act- 
ing Minister of Agriculture, Hon. E. 
Bertrand, it was shown that on Aug- 
ust 1st the butter storage stocks 
amounted to 56.6 million pounds, This, 
it is stated, is 11.6 million pounds 
above last year’s figure, but about the 
average for the past five years (54.6 
million pounds). The accumulation 
of stocks of creamery butter at this 
season is normal, two-thirds of the 
year’s production coming from May to 
September. The only abnormal feat- 
ure of the present stocks, the report 
states, is that they are largely held 
by the Government, these stocks be- 
ing acquired through the operation of 
the floor price program. 

The butter will be ayailable for sale 
when current production falls below 
demand. Butter held by the Board in 
various storage houses throughout the 
country was bought by the Govern- 
ment in carload lots on basis of 58 
cents Montreal and Toronto, 59 cents 
Charlottetown, Halifax and St. John, 
57% cents Vancouver. The selling 
price (to be sold in carload lots with 
re-grading) during the present sup- 
port period which ends on March 3lst, 
1950, will not be less than cost plus 
storage charges, 
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Coal Board Shows 
Profit 


LONDON, Eng.—The National 
Coal Board showed a profit dur- 
ing the first three months of this 
year, with a net surplus of over 
$15 millions. The average cost 
of production worked out at 
$8.92 per ton, wages accounting 
for $5.85.

greater publicity and a longer period 
of time for communities to get to- 
gether and select the farmers of their 
choice had not been practical this 
year. The Department of Agriculture 
was warmly commended for its excel- 
lent score card, and its recognition of 
the many facets of a farmer’s life 
which must necessarily enter into the 
picture of a “good” farmer. The 
thought was voiced that possibly in 
succeeding years a community rather 
than an individual might be the basis 
of enquiry. That is, that community 
effort and community award might be 
considered, thus recognizing the co- 
operative activity which plays so large 
a part in the building up and welding 
together of all the elements compos- 
ing any rural area. 
Membership All-Time High 

An exhaustive discussion took place 
in connection with the general work 
of the organization. It is noteworthy 
that the membership in the women’s 
section has reached an all-time high. 
Literature to be sent to all Directors 
and to all Locals was noted. Also, 
lists of all Locals within districts to 
be sent to Directors of the areas con- 
cerned. | 

Many other matters too numerous 
for a report of this kind were included 
in the very busy double session that 
the women held separately. One more, 
however, should be included. This con- 
cerned a tentative agenda for the next 
Annual Convention. Certain speakers 
were suggested for interest and infor- 
mation. It was decided that conven- 
ers of committees should prepare their 
reports as usual for the use of mem- 
bers and Locals. But, in order to re- 
duce the time allotted to each at the 
Convention, that a precis of each 
should be written and that this sum- 
mary only should be read to the Con- 
tion by each convener. 

We think this first meeting of the 
Board augurs well for the future of 
the women’s section.

the major considerations. 

6 — That three optional meth- 
ods of compensating the surface 
right holder in succeeding years 
be offered to afford him as 
choices. All to be effected and 
choice made after operating com- .

perty for succeeding years. 


THREE METHODS 

A. — The continuance of the 
rental basis now being used by 
the Board embodying proper 
compensation for continued 
disturbance and inconvenience 
in working the remainder of 
the farm, and other factors.

Met Surface Right Holders 

“We trust it will be of interest to 
know”, states the brief, “that we met 
the Executive of the Leduc-Woodbend 
Surface Rights Association, the Sur- 
face Rights Association of Lloydmin- 
ster and a number of surface right 
holders at Gibbons from the Redwater 
area. We visited the oil fields at 
Lloydminster and Leduc. In addition 
our chairman attended District meet- 
ings at Namao, Winterburn and Ar- 
drossan, also a meeting that included 
some members of the Legislature and 
representatives from Lloydminster and 
Leduc-Woodbend area held at the 
Legislative Buildings”. 

The report indicated that the com- 
mittee had met N. G. Meldrum, chair- 
man (and sole member) of the Arbi- 
tration Board, whom they found most 
courteous and judged to be very 
capable. It seemed to them, however, 
that he is carrying excessively large 


responsibilities, and that such a situa- 


tion is fair neither to him nor the 
holder of surface rights. 


Four Considerations 


In their approach to the study of the 
situation, the committee kept before 
them the following four considera- 
tions: 

First, that they did not consider it 
reasonable “to expect laymen, busi- 
ness and professional people, to ap- 
preciate fully the inconvenience, 
trouble, nuisance, expense, dissatis- 
faction and worry that-accrue to many 
of the farmers where operations on 
their farms are disrupting not only 
me) business, but also their way of 
life’. 

Second, that “no basis or formula 
should be suggested that would have 
the effect of halting the development 
oe the oil areas throughout the Prov- 
nce”, 

Thirdly, that “whatever method of 
paying compensation was to be em- 
ployed, the basis must be practical 
and sound in principle’’, 

Fourthly, the committee assumed 
“that all citizens would wish that the 
farmer who suffered this interference 
be reasonably. compensated for all 
factors as a result of the operations 
on his farm, with ample allowance for 
those many factors which are arbi- 
trary in nature”’. 

What the Public Does Not See 


The committee found that “there are 
many losses and annoyances borne by 
surface rights holders’, that the pub- 
lice never hear about or see. The sur- 


face rights holder in many cases they quoted at some length.

trol his own livestock as well as his 
neighbors’, as a result of fences being 
torn down, gates left open, etc.” In 
some cases temporary and makeshift 
fences had been built, “but as the 
members of the committee know from 
personal experience, this type of fence 
only tends to breed rogues and 
breechy animals’, Other annoyances 
included oil being. allowed to “over- 
flow into sloughs and small lakes, 
where cattle were pasturing, outside 
the acreage obtained for the well 
site”. 

It is difficult to determine losses in 
such cases, it was pointed out, and 
some had been dealt with fairly. 
Nevertheless, the difficulties recurred, 
and in some instances fell outside the 
jurisdiction of the Board, requiring 
court action if compensation were to 
be obtained. 

“It is a known fact to the commit- 
tee’, stated the brief, “that farmers 
generally are hesitant in reporting 
and constantly approaching the Board 
for rulings for settlement of these 
numerous losses and inconveniences. 
This is more particularly true where 
civil action, is necessary”. 


Land Depreciated for Brush, Pasturage 


“We are of the opinion”, the A.F.A. 
committee stated, “that in some cases 
land value is depreciated for brush, 
pastures, and so forth, by the Board, 


notwithstanding the fact that great 


efforts are being put forth to get 

farmers to leave more brush, and to 

plant seedlings to assist in preserving 

soil moisture and to curtail erosion”, 
The committee declared: 


“We found on all occasions with 
the exception of only one person 
that the surface right holders con- 
sider the Arbitration Board should 
have at least three members, one 
of whom should have had recent 
farming experience, and one pre- 
ferably whose experience would 
h xtended back over:-a period 
of twelve to fifteen years. No 
criticism was offered of Mr. Mel- 
drum as Chairman but that he 
had not at least for many years 
participated in the industry as a 
farmer nor been associated suffi- 
ciently close to the farm home or 
farming community to be ex- 
pected to take into full account 
all of these values in making the 
appraisals”, 


Mr, Meldrum, the brief continued, 
had shown that he had an unusually 
good conception of some of these cir- 
cumstances, as in a Board order which 
“The 
effect on the land owners of the area 


dealt with”, he said, “had been pro- 
found. Nothing remotely comparable 
has ever happened to them. To some 
it has meant undreamed of affluence, 
but to the rest it is a time of trouble”. 

The area referred to, he said, is one 
of the best agricultural areas of the 
Province and the farmers had great 
pride in their land, and here he found: 


“Their love of the land”, he 
stated, “is something that goes 
very deep with farmers of the best 
type; it is something that cannot 
be measured with dollars and no 
one who has not lived on a farm 
in a district such as this can more 
than dimly reciate what it 
means to ood farmer — and 


these are mostly exceptionally 
good farmers — to have his land 
desecrated by strangers; for that 
is exactly how he regards what is 
happening to him now”,
